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This is a decision on the renewed petition under 37 C.F.R. § LI 37(b), filed July 15, 2010, to revive the 
above-identified application. 

The petition is GRANTED. 

The oetition satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR L137(b) in that petitioner has supplied (1) the reply in 
the form of an Amendment, (2) the petition fee, and (3) a proper statement of unintentional delay. 

The above-identified application has been abandoned for an extended period of time. The Patent and 
Trademark Office is relying on petitioner's duty of candor and good faith and accepting the statement that 
the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable 
petition pursuant to 37 CFR LI 37(b) was unintentional.' 

As the Power of Attorney was only recently given to the petitioner, it is not apparent whether the 
statement of unintentional delay was signed by a person who would have been in a position of knowing 
that the entire delay in filing the required reply from the due date for the replv until the filing of a 
grantable petition pursuant to 37 CFR 1.13 /(b) was unintentional. Nevertheless, in accordance with 37 
CFR 10.18, the statement is accepted as constituting a certification of unintentional delay. However, in 
the event that petitioner has no knowledge that the delay was unintentional, petitioner must make such an 
inquiry to ascertain that, in fact, the delay was unintentional. If petitioner discovers that the delay was 
intentional, petitioner must notify the Office.
